Merits Housewives’ Attention

OST of our modefn gas, 
electric or oil-burning kit- 
chen ranges are equipped with 
broiler ovens, which unfortun- 
ately are all too often neglected 
for the real purpose for which 
they are intended . . . broiling 
The reason may be that many 
cooks find it difficult to depart 
from their old-fashioned cook- 
ing habits. or it may be that a 
few of you haven't learned how 
easy this method of cooking is or 
how delicious the food can be. 
One thing to remember is that 
no matter what you are broiling 
—thick steak, fish filet or chop— 
you need to turn it only once 
The less fuss the better your 
meat. Vegetables that have been 
parboiled or fruits may be 
turned once if you wish, al- 
though this is not absolutely 
necessary. 

Meat for broiling should be cut 
specifically for this purpose. 
Cheops should be at least one 
inch thick and steaks one and 
one-half inches to two and one- 
half. Most good cooks spurn the 
ready-cut steaks and chops and 
has the butcher cut the meat to 
suit her. The ready-steaks and 
chops are usually too thin and 
when cooked the meat is dry and 
flavoriess. 

Preventing Broiler Fire 

To prevent spattering and the 
occasional broiier fire put a cup 
of cold water in the broiler pan 
before you put the meat under 
the flame. Most of the water will 
evaporate but that which re- 
mains givcs you a delicious base 
for gravy or sauce. 

If your cut of steak or chop is 
quite lean shred a little suet and 
sprinkle over the meat or spread 
with butler before broiling. Place 
near the flame until one side is 
nicely browned, turn and brown 
the other side. then place further 
away or turn down the flame to 
finish cookine. 

Many kinds of meat are suit- 
able for broiling. Of course, the 
choicest cuts are the porter- 
house, tenderloin and sirloin beef 
steaks and the loin chops* of 
lamb, veal or pork. However, 
round steak marinated in torfiato 
juice or an oil and lemon juice 
aressing is tender and favorful, 
or flank steak cubes is god 
When scared quickly on both 
Sidcs and setved at once.

ACT NATURALLY

ARILYN, a three year old, 
does everything with her 
left hand. Her mother has no- 
ticed this tendency almost from 
the time she was a baby. “I have 
not bothered correcting the child 
because the matter of left-hand- 
edness or right-handedness did 
not seem important at the time. 
Secretly, I guessy I was hoping 
she would outgrow it. Now,” this 
mothers writes, “her left-hand- 
edness worries me. After all, this 
is a right-handed world. How 
would you go about correcting a 
child of Jeft-handedness.” 

If I were Marilyn’s mother I 
would not do anything about it. 
Most children use the right hand 
more than the left hand; some 
use the left hand more; many are 
equally adept with both hands. 
Whichever way a. child .is gaited 
happens to be natural for him. 

In left-handed persons certain 

nerve centers 
on the right 

i side of the 
| brain are 
more active, 
whereas in a 

i right-handed 
“person the 
corresponding 
nerve centers 
on the left 
side are more 
active. Thus 
correcting & 
child of left- 


handedness is‘ 


not merely a 
matter of 
breaking him of a bad habit. 


To attempt this means that an 
important physiological fact is 
being ignored. That a child is 
being nagged and worried into 
working and playing unnaturally.

The question is not whether 
left-handedness can be corrected.

In his case 
it is as if you were to. recommend 
the substitution of a dull tool for 
sharp one, You ha: ‘ap him: 
Left - handedness +is. a natural 
phenomenon.
